who, according to 0 centuries-old 
tradition, entertained on that occa- 
sion no fewer than five monarchs, 
and tho event will be echoed to-day 
when five Princes of our‘own Royal 
House will attend a banquet at 
Vintners’ Hall. : 

Henry Pleard is the most famous 
personage in. the Jong annals of 
the ancient Mysterie of Vintners; 
but is story has not before been 
fully told. This friend and play- 
mate of kings first appears in May 
1945, when he boro witness to an 
important decd; but some very in- 
teresting Picards preceded him, 

Henry was the most distinguish- 
ed of them all, and the friend and 
favourite of Edward III. He lent 
the king large sums of money, and 
in‘ 1846 he was awarded half the 
wool ciiatoms in repayment. He 
was Sheriff of London «in 1348, 
and a little later became Alderman 
of Bishopsgate Ward. In 1850.he 
was appointed King’s Chict- Butler, 
n high position which kept him in 
close touch with his royal patron. 

In 1355, none but Henry Picard, 
or his deputics, might hold an 
exchange of money. and 
either in the City or. the suburbs. 
This was an tmmensely profitable 
monopoly, and a clear indication 
of the high royal favour that he 
enjoyed. Henry was Mayor of 
London for the year 1356-57, 

He married the Lady Margaret, 
a granddaughter of Sir John de 
Gisors, another wealthy vintner, 
who, in 1251, left to him, with 
other property, the house in the 
Vintry on the site of which the 
present Vintners’ Hall is built. , 


BROUGHT WEALTH 


His excellent marriage and the 
King’s favour brought Pleard his 
great wealth, and there can be lo 
doubt that it was “a truly “noble- 
dinner” to which he entertained his 
royal guests in 1363. His wife In 
her chamber did equal honour to 
the Princesses and ladies, 

Picard's house was rebuilt by 
the company in the fifteenth 
century, and again after the Great 
Fire, always on the same _ site. 
Our Princes will dine where Picard 
entertained his royal guests 672 
years nyo. 4

WORLD ECONOMIC 
“PROBLEMS | 

Mainly by reason of the op- 
position of the employers’ group, 
there seems no .prospect of any 
action being taken by the Inter- 
national Labour Conference at 
Geneva on’ the 40-hour week, a 
subject which has been before 
the conference for several years 
in succession. The employers’ 
viewpoint on this question is op- 
posed to that of Mr. H. B. Butler, 
Director of the International 
Labour Office of the League of 
Nations, who, in his recent an- 


- -{ nual-report-made-a-strong-plea 


for continuing the effort to 
establish the shorter working 
day and week. The conviction is 
gaining ground, he says, that 
this is one of the means of 
spreading employment more 
equitably, and is also the logical 
consequence of the increased’ 
powers of production in present 
day industry and agriculture. 
He: is also emphatic in saying 
that efforts to reduce costs of 
production, mainly at the ex- 
pense of wages, had not yielded 
the expected results. In coun- 
tries where wages continued to 
decline, such as Belgium, Czecho- 
Slovakia, Italy and Poland, no 
increase of employment: .had 
followed. Whatever opinions 
may be held on these poirits, it 
can be said that Mr. Butler’s 
report makes a notable contribu- 
‘tion to a full understanding of 
the world economic crisis. The 
report covers the fifth year of 
the depression, and deals with 
.| what Mr.,Butler describes as the 
somewhat superficial ‘evidences 
of recovery in 1934. “There is 
‘| still,” he says, “widespread dis- 
tress and frustration of hope. 
The world is still groping its way 
painfully and fearfully. It has 
not acquired confidence in the 
new economic system which is 
slowly emerging. Even less has 
‘it derived confidence from recent 
events in the. present political 
system. as furnishing a stable 
‘| foundation for peace and tran- 
quillity.” Most hopeful of all the 
developments of 1934, Mr. Butler 
thinks, was the change in the at- 
titude of Governments and the 
developments of @ policy of social 
planning.

TO-DAY’S MOTORING HINT 


PINKING OR KNOCKING 


A pinking noise is rather like 
metallic rattle and-it is due to an 
accumulation of carbon in the Jn. 
terior of the engine, or the usc of 
an unsuitable fuel—one which can- 
not withstand high compression. 


It may in some cases be that the 
ignition is too far advanced when 
the engine is pulling hard. On 
retarding the ignition the knock 
disuppears, and the same is true 
when a lower gear is engaged. 


If there ‘is a considerable accu- 
mulation of-carbon, however, pink- 
ing persists, even when the igni- 
tion is retarded, and this means 
decarbonising. 


A regular tapping, noticeable at 
all times, but which varies with the 
speed of the engine, is due to ex- 
cessive tappet clearance. The 
clearnnee is so great that it is ex- 
cessive even after the engine is 
thoroughly warm, so the tappet 
heads tap against the ends of the 
valve stems. °

SURPRISING FALL 
OF WICKETS 


PEST OF GRUBS 


London, May 13. 

The astonishing fall of 25 
wickets at Lord’s on Saturday in 
the Middlesex and Worcestershire 
match, and the fact that two pre-

FOURTH. oo 
- LARGEST. 
. DIAMOND 


By Douglas West 


HE Jonker diamond, which has 
’ Just been sold to a New York 
merchant at a price in the nelgh- 
bourhood of £160,000, In the fourth 
largest dinmond in the world. 

It was found little more than a 
year ‘ago at Elandsfonteln, South 
‘Africa, and is named after Jacobus 
Jonker, n former Boer farmer on 
whose claim the stone was, turned 
up by a native boy. nee igh 

The diamond waa sold by Jonker 
to Sir Ernest Oppenheimer, chair- 
man of the Diamond Corporation, 
at a price sajd to-exceed £60,000, 
and was brought to London.,, 

Like most of the great diamond 
finds, Jonker’s discovery was due 
to chance, : ; 

The Cullinan, the largest dia- 
mond in the world, was found in 
1905 by an overseer who was going 
his rounds through the Premier 
Diamond Mine, near Pretoria. 
Noticing something glistening in 
the soil, he dug it ap with his 
pocket-knife, It was a huge dia- 
mond, three times the size of any 
known gem, and welghed, uncut, 
$,02544 carats. It was named the 
“Cullinan,” after the then chair- 
man of the Premict Mine, 

The diamond was presented by 
the Transvaal Government to King 
Edward VIL, It was cut into nine 
large and several smaller stones, 
the Inrgeat of which, the “Star of 
Africa,” is mounted in tha royal 
Sceptre, 

Although the Cullinan is the 
largest diamond ever found, it is 
believed in many of the South 
African digyzings that there is a 
missing half, Immense sums have 
been expended in unavailing efforts 
to trace it, se 

The second’ largest dfamond in 
the world is the Excelsior—now 
cut into nine stones, The Pitt or 
Regent Diamond. the weight of 
which has been réduced by cutting 
to 137 carats, Was valued not many 
years ago at £460,000. Tt was dis- 
covered in 1701 by a slave in the 
Parteal Mine; Napoleon wore it in 
his sword at his coronation, and 
it is atill in the possession of the 
French nation, 

‘The English Royal Family 
possesses another glorious diamond 
—the famous Koi -i-Noor gem 
which was presented to Queen 
Victoria by the East India Com- 
pany on the annexation, of the 
Punjab in 1860.) It then weighed | 
186 carata, but it was reduced to 
106 carats after a second cutting. 
_. There. is a legend in India that 
Should this splendid jewel ever be 
worn by aman ruler of Great 
Britain, India would be lost to the 
British Empire. ‘ 

Leyends gather very easily 
around dinmonds. Strangest of all 
is the “curse” which is suid to 
follow wearers of the Hope dia- 
mond, once worn by ‘Marie An- 
toinette. It was stolen in’ the 
French. Revolution,. has. frequently 
chinged hands since, and its 
owners have been dogged by # re- 
markable run of ill tuck, -

After’ ilving almost. four years 
nwny' from national politics in Nan- 
king, Mr, Hu Han-min, veteran 
Kuomintang leader who: has oc-, 
cupled. some of the highest port- 
folios such as Chairman of the 
National Government, left Hong- 
kong yesterdny afternoon by the 
an. Conte Verde. : 

In a statement to the Press, Mr. 
Tlu Han-min said that his visit to 
Italy and other foreign countries 
wns purely for health reasons, He 
has been Indisposed since March, 

The old Kuomintang politician 
sald that all ‘rumours concerning 
money sent to him from a certain 
political source, which. is presumed 
to mean Nanking, were without 
foundation. His tour abroad was 
not financed by any Government or 
individual. ee pee 

Mr. Hu Han-min added that his 
politient stand. remained unchanged 
aithough he might be away from 
China. It will be recalled — that 
the former President of the Legis- 
Intive Yunn, relterated in hia most 
recent statements issued during the 
visit. of . the Japanese Major- 
General Doihara to South China 
that he bitterly opposed Marshal 
Chiang Kal-shek’s surrender policy 
in Manchuria, With the South- 
west Politien! Council ‘in Canton, 
however, Mr. Hu Han-min is per- 
sona grata, Although he 
took up any important “post on 
this. Counell or with any — other 
Canton Government departments, 
some members of the Canton Coun- 
cil such as Mesara, Chow Lu and 
Hsiao Fu-cheng are really Mr, Hu 
Han-min’s closest followers. 

Accompanted by Doctor 

Mr, Hu Han-min will be accom- 
panied throughout the tour by a 
Chinese doctor, Mr, Chan Yick- 
ping, Mr. Ching Tien-koo, formerly 
the Mayor of Canton, Miss Hu 
Muk-lan, his daughter, a ludy se- 
eretary, Miss Chung Weil-chung, 
two svcretaries and two body- 
scuards. 

There was a large gathering of 
Canton politicians on board the 
Conte Verde to say furewell to Mr. 
Ju and hig party, Among those 
present were noted Generals Li 
Chung-yen, Tsai Ting-kai, Tam 
Knleshau, Mr, Lin Ohi-wen,. Mr. 
Lin Yikechung, Mr. Au Fong-po,
